I8CU88INO the divorce problem, a contemporary 


says: 


'In twenty years, more than 500,000 divorces have been 


granted In the United States. During the same period In 
all Europe, with 880,060,000 population as against our 80.- 
000,000. there were only 214,841 divorces. 
More than 


1,600,000 American children have seen their homes broken 
up. Lawyers, it is estimated, have been* paid 126,000,000 
for Rervlces in divorce suits. The number of persons di- 
vorced would nearly populate the state of Nebraska, or 
the clty^Df Philadelphia proper. They are more numerous 
than the population of each of the twenty-five states and 
territories. In some states the proportion of legal separ- 
ations to marriages has been as high as one to six." 


Here is a most remarkable showing, one that cannot 


fall to impress every reader who has not paid attention 
to the growth of what may now be termed a great nation- 
al evil. Divorces are altogether too easy In this country, 
but marriage is too easy, too. All divorces are not bad, 
except that they set a bad example. Men and women who 
cannot be happy together, who cannot live any lives but 
lives of misery, should be separated. It Is doubtful, how- 
ever, if they should be permitted to marry again. 


We have not the information at hand, but we do not 


believe that in a single state in the Union where divorced 
persons are compelled to remain in the state of single 
bles»edness acquired through a court decreee. Many di- 
vorces would be prevented if the parties to it knew that 
they could not marry again as long as the other party 
lived. That in the law of the Roman Catholic Church, and 
it is an excellent law. There would be less scheming op 
the part of women to win husbands away from wives, and 
leas scheming on the part of men to win wives away from 
husbands. 


Has congress the power to pass a national marriage 


and divorce law? That is a question that Is ncfw being dis- 
cussed. We doubt if congress has the authority to regu- 
late marriages and divorces in the states. The only way 
to bring about the results desired Is to secure action by 
the individual states.
